Capt. Yates 
submitted along with other evidence a 
letter from the captain of the Horda, 
who was on the bridge with the chief of- 
ficer at the tune of the accident, exon- 
erating Yates from all blame or sus- 
picion of carelessness, anil declaring he 
was attending strictly to his duties and 
steering .a mid-channel course. £!npt. 
Yates' evidence showed that lie was 
steering with the greatest confidence in 
mid-channel, where the chart shows 
nineteen to twenty fathoms, keeping the 
one fathom patch buoy a half point to 
starboard, one fathom put. Ii buoy south 
halt cast. Channel island oast south 
ea.st, Aekland island east hajf south. 
The ship suddenly listed to starboard, 
and he felt a grating under her port 
side. She took lil'teeii or l went y seconds 
to go over t he rock. Th- v< sscl proceed- 
ed to Victoria without a stop. <'apt. 
Yates stated that the steamer Algoa, 
lira wing twenty-six feet through the 
channel must have passe i w ithin a ship's 
breadth of the rook. The I loriln show- 
ed no water in the bilge alter she 
struck, but No. 1 ballast lank showed 
II to in inches an hour. He always con- 
sidered it a sale passage to lake. This 
rock wa.s unejiarted and not even sus- 
pected. This passage is free from strong 
tide ami according to the chart free 
from danger, except where buoyed and 
charted.

Cold Mr. Balfour Utterly Ignores 
the Young Man of the 
Week. 



London, May IS. — "I have no intention 
of disassociating myself from the Con- 
servative party, but 1 have every inten- 
tion of upholding my attitude and con- 
tinue my tight for economy." In this 
way the man of the week, for so Win- 
ston Churchill undoubtedly is, expressed 
bis own opinion to a representative of 
tho Associated Press, concerning the 
fight which, by reason of unexpected 
strength and its dramatic revelation of 
inherited oratorical power, has caused 
more sensation in the political world tliau 
any other recent circumstance. 

The fact that the army reorganization 
scheme of Mr. Brodrick, the secretary 
for war, passed the house of commons, by 
tin abnormally large majority, is not 
taken in any quarter to be-little the effect 
of the strenuous opposition Winston 
Churchill displayed toward it. 

"Consider,"' writes that old oarliamen- 
tttry hand, Henry W. Massiug-hnm, in 
the Daily News, "what it means 'for a 
young man under IiO with a few weeks 
parliamentary experience, to light down 
the physiciaJ dilliculties of speech, and 
all the obstacles of a highly strung and 
nervous temperament, then to step out 
at once into the first rank of the de- 
baters, handle a. great topic with master- 
ly ease, and stand against the whole 
party. Who, in our times, has done 
such, who, indeed, has ever tried it?" 

In the same breath Massinghiun and 
other writers draw attention to the bit- 
terness and the personal and" public at- 
titude of the Conservative lenders to- 
wards Mr. Churchill. Mr. A. ,T. Balfour, 
the Government leader in the house of 
commons, who is usually so genial to- 
wards others, has entirely ignored this 
young member of the house who, with 
one speech"; has now gained a prominence 
which everybody says his party cannot 
afford to overlook. Current parliamen- 
tary gossip presages for Winston 
Ohturehlll an even more brilliant career 
than that of his father. The chief doubt 
of his success appears to be his lack of 
means, which at present are (pute insuffi- 
cient to enable him to devote that large 
amount of time required' by the duties 
of a cabinet minister. The sneers of 
Mr. Brodrick and other members of 
the government at Mr, Churchill's ref- 
erence to his father's Relit and liLs own 
right to raise the tat re red banner of 
economy, and to protest against the 
growing war expenditure, has had bat 
a slight effect among the broader-mind- 
ed Conservatives and Radicals. 

An explanation of Mr. Churchill's dif- 
ficulties in securing fair treatment in 
the house of commons, is perhaps sup- 
plied by T. 1'. O'Connor, the Irish Na- 
tionalist, who this week is writing a 
series of articles entitled "Is parlia- 
ment decaying'/" In these articles, Mr. 
O'Connor dilates upon the utter mental 
and physical apathy which prevails 
among members of the government. Mr. 
Tin 1 four, lie says, is quite worn out, 
and without a spark of freshness.

Sixth— There will be no discrimination 
ngailiisl any of the men on account of 
the strike- of .May 7. 11)01, but this shall 
not apply to those under arrest or who 
within the next t. a days muy be placed 
under arrest, charged with the com- 
mission of unlawful or riotous acts until 
the executive committee on a hearing 
given to such persons shall be sntislied 
thai there is reasonable doubt of their 
guilt. 

Seventh -The road is free to employ 
union or non-union men and to discharge 
(hem for causes. 

Eighth — The wages of the inotormen, 
conductors, linemen and pitmen shall lei 
1M cents per hour, and of pitmen's help- 
ers 17Vj cents per hour. 

Ninth — The strikers agree that in con- 
sideration of the several agreements 
herein contained, that kept by the com- 
pany the members of the* said divisions 
will discharge their duty in an efficient, 
faithful ami skilled manner. 

Tenth — To reduce as much as possible 
inconvenience to the travelling public, 
i-t is agreed that no proposition for n 
strike shall be acted upon by a |y divi- 
sion at the same meeting nt which it is 
introduced, but that at least 48 hours 
shall elapse before such proposition shall 
be voted upon, and if a strike shall be 
ordered, it shall not take effect until at 
least six days have elapsed after notice 
in the company, during which time the 
employees shall continue thoir work.

THE MANITOBA BARGAIN. 

The nature of the legislation in I'ar- 
liament in connection with the Manitoba 
railway deal has not been generally un- 
derstood. Most people have thought it 
to be a ratification of an agreement 
made by the local legislature. It was 
not, and as the limits of the powers of 
parliament to deal with matters with- 
in the provinces are of prim.' importance, 
it is just as well to make known n* 
widely as possible just what Parliament 
was asked to do and what it did not pro- 
fess to do. 

The Manitoba railway deal was an 
agreement entered into between the gov- 
ernment of that province and the North- 
ern Pacific and Manitoba and Canadian 
Northern railway companies. The lirst 
named company was incorporated by 
the Manitoba legislature, and construct- 
ed its lines wholly within that province 
under and by virtue of its local charter. 
It was assisted by the Manitoba gov- 
ernment by bonuses, and the Dominion 
did nothing whatever to aid it, Later 
the company, for reasons that are im- 
material, sought a confirmation of its 
charter from the Dominion Parliament. 
The Canadian Northern was built under 
a federal charter and received federal 
aid. These companies, having nccepted 
federal charters, wen 1 hound to come to 
Parliament for power to enter into the 
contract with the Manitoba government, 
and this i.s what the legislation just had 
at Ottawa was intended to give. It was 
not a confirming act in any way. Par- 
liament lias no power t'> confirm any 
bargain which the Manitoba legislature 
may see lit to make. Hut it hiw a right 
to say what bargain companies receiving 
corporate rights from it shall make 
with the province, and lor that purpose 
it parsed an i iiabliag act ; but there is a 
distinction between the two things that 
ought not to bo lost sighl of, No prov- 
ince would for u slnglu moment tll'.nk 
of surrendering to the federal parlia- 
ment the right to say whether or not it 
should make any specific bargain within 
its own jurisdiction. It is also extreme- 
ly doubt fill it' Parliament could grant 
any such power The provincial legisla- 
tures derive their powers from the II. 
X. A. Act, and this can neither be al- 
tered nor amended except by I he I inper 
ial Parliament. The provinces have all 
the rights conferred upon them by that 
Act, and nothing can I" added to them 
by federal enactment. We do not say 
that the federal parliami nl could not 
ili-legate to th ■ provincial legislatures 
certain of its powers. That involves 
anol her consideral ion, bin in the M imi- 
tobn case there never was the shadow 

of a doubt that the hargai ade with 

the railway companies was, as far ns 
the action of the province was concerned, 
wholly within the powers of the legisla- 
ture. Mence the Dominion government 
refused, and we think very wisely, to 
debate the t this of the bargain, so fai- 
ns they affeeted the province. As Mr. 
Sifton snid, where full power was vest- 
ed, there also the full responsibility 
ought to rest. All that parliament was 
asked to do was to enable the companies 
over which it has control to enter, into 
the agreement, and this has been dene. 

An interesting ipicstion arose in con- 
nection with this contract, involving the 
control of rates. It will be remembered 
that the agreement with the companies 
provides for certain maximum charges 
on certain lines of truffle. It was con- 
tended by some that this part of the 
agreement could not stand, because the 
federal government has absolute control 
of rates 011 lines holding federal char- 
ters. But the answer to this was simple 
enough. The companies have agreed 
that they will not charge more than a 
certain rate. There is not the slightest 
reason to suppose that tiie federal gov- 
ernment would fix the charges at a

IIOME INDUSTRIES. 

We print today a memorandum of 
agreement signed by a large number of 
Victoria printers and some Others con- 
nected with the newspaper business. It . 
is a notice to all concerned that the 

I signatories will not patronize those busi- 

i ness concerns which send away from 
this city for printing and kindred work 
that can be done here We ought to 

I add that this is not part of a movement ; 

; to advance local prices, w hich competi- 
tion will always keep at the right level, 
but simply as n matter of self-protec- 
tion. The printing business suffers seri- 
ously from the fact that many persons 
send away for work that can be done 
here equally well. Perhaps it is done 
more cheaply elsewhere. It i.s certainly 
not done any better, and there is no 
reason why printers' prices should lie 
kept down to an Eastern level, while 
everything else is up. But the printers 
arc not the only people who sutler from 
this sort of thing. The enormous amount 
of goods brought into this city by parcel 
post and by express testify to the very 
large number of people who send to 
Eastern points for things they need. It 
is time to enter a serious protest against 
the disloyalty to the community implied 
in this patronage of outside houses for 
things which local establishments keep. 
Experienced people say that most of 
those who send away for goods are de- 
ceived by the price lists, and that care- 
ful buyers can do better here in Victoria 
with the same amount of money. This is 
undoubtedly very often the ease, but 
even if it were not, it is the duty of 
those who get their living in the com- 
munity to patronize as far as possible 
the business houses of the community. 
What the printers have dune, it is quite 
likely others will do. It is not a boy- 
cott, nor is it an attempt to dictate, but 
is simply a notice that they will nut 
deal with those who do not deal with 
them.

LESSONS FROM HISTORY. 

"The mills of the gods -grind slowly, 
but they grind exceeding small." 
Every reader of history knows this to be 
true. Sometimes things may seem us 
though they were about to prove the con- 
trary, hut in the lung mil the "mills of 
the gods" do their work. This is only 
another way of saying that there are 
certain laws in human life that are as 
inexorable as those iu the physical world. 
The great UomtlU experiment at popular 
government, which lasted for centuries, 
and seemed at one time likely to endure 
indefinitely, failed through the corrup- 
tion o£ the people A splendid imperial- 
ism followed, but already the germs 
of decay had taken rout in the body poli- 
tic, and the magnificent creation of the 
Caesars was an easy prey to the robust 
oarbarians of Clio North. Spain's grand- 
eur was Of even shorter duration, and 
that of France of short, r still. In the 
ease of the former the phenomenal 
cruelty perpetrated under the guise of 
religion, and in that of the latter the in- 
tolerable oppression of the governing 
classes brought swift and terrible dis- 
aster. In the long run the majority win, 
although the victory often comes in a 
way that is dilllcult to recognize. The 
lew' may for tic time-being trample up- 
on the many, but their triumphs are al- 
ways brief. 

There is reason to think that the "mills 
of the god>" move more quickly in these 
days than formerly. Education i.s nun- 
general. .Means of communication arc- 
more rapid. Social conditions permit of 
speedier organisation. Problems which 
used to call for centuries for their solu- 
tion, and later required generations, now 
are dealt with in a few decades. 1.. t us 
take the most conspicuous instance of 
modern times of the working out of a 
great national problem. The Tinted 
States maintained negro slavery long 
after it bad come to in- recognized as a 
blot upon civilization. Finally war was 
precipitated over it. The war entailed 
heavy taxation. The necessity for heavy 
taxation was used as a pretext for high 
protection. High protection bred trusts. 
Trusts bred combinations of capital. But, 
high protection also bred strikes, strikes 
brought forth labor unions, ami from 
labor unions came w hat promises to be a 
consolidated labor party iu the Fnited 
States, so that there may be, on the 
one side, capital combined for self-pro- 

teeti ui a scale never dreamed of 

Iweuty-five years ago, and on the other a 
union of wage-earners exceeding in mag- 
nitude the mightiest army ever led by 
any general in ancient or modern times. 

Careful observes see 1 ling up ill the 

near future social and industrial prob- 
lems in tin- United Stales in comparison 
with which all others of modern times, 
at h-ast, will sink into insignificance, The 

mainteuani 1' slavery was a crime 

against humanity, and the "iniquities of 
tin- fathers are visited upon the children 
to the third and fourth generation." The. 
mills of the gods are -grinding. 

Tin- principles of Christianity have 
been set at definance by the nations of 
Christendom in the treatment accorded 
China, not only recently but almost con- 
stantly since the nation was compelled 

to open her d -s to foreign trade. 'What 

tills been the result'.' Has it not been the 
creation of a Chinese problem which is 
liki'lv to stagger civilization before it 

lias l ii disposed -it".' Europe ami 

America a re inclined to be as supercil- 
lions in regard to China as Koine was 
towards the nations along her northern 
frontier. Hut then- came a time when 
these despised people turned tic- Tiber 
aside to find a suitable burial place for 

their leader, and we n 1 not lay to 

our souls n ny flattering unction that we 
e;in afford to disregard tin- principles of 
truth and justice in dealing even with 
the yellow race of Asia. When the mills 
of the gods begin to work, Kurope will 
be exceedingly fortunate if she does no! 
furnish tin- grist. 

People do not rend history enough now- 
adays. There is too general an idea that 
our forefathers did not know enough to 
be aide to teach us anything. Perhaps 
this is true in many things, but we 
ought at least to take warning by their 
errors. We ought to recognize that the 
rales for human oomliK-l are invariable 
ami relentless iu their operation. It is 
as tin.- to-day as when it was first writ- 
ten that "righteousness oxalteth a nil-i 
lion, bin sip is a reproach to any peo- 
ple." There i- such a tiling as tiat onal 
sin, a nd t here is such a t lling as ml tiolial 
i-igliliiiusiii'-ss, although politicians on 
t lo- look on' for the main chance s -em 
te t til Ilk ot In rw ise. 



THE POWER OF ELOQUENCE. 

It would seem, almost, that we live 
in too much of a hurry, too much in an 
eminently pructical way, nowadays, to 
have very much use for some of the old 
things that we love to read about and 
dream about — the old things that give 
history its charm to us, that make the 
quaint romances of the ancient and 
middle ages delightful, the old things 
that made the deeds of the men of long 
ago more fitted to poetry than the deeds 
of oiu- latter day heroes.

All" the same, there is a little of wistful- 
ncss in looking backward to the 
times when knighthood was in its 
! prime, when deed- of daring were 
done for daring's sake, when love was a 
thing to he sought for, to light for, to 
| die for, when a man's honor came first 
and everything elsi — riches and health 
and lite— Cttltle second- the old, sweet 
days of chivalry that have been and arc 
gone, and that we can only dream about 
now. Wc are in such a very great hurry 
today to become wise, to accomplish 
some ambition, to make a fortune for 
ourselves, that we use u io means to the 
great end, quite confident that it does 
not matter what road we take so long 
as the issue is won. 

There is one force or power the culti- 
vation of which docs not belong alone 
to the ancient or middle ages, but that 
had been fostered and cultivated from 
an immemorial dan-, and that is the 
power of eloqueuce, We have only to 
look back half a century to find it 
nourishing and tin- most powerful 
weapon in use by church and state. 
Now, however, at the beginning of the 
twentieth century, we seek for an ex- 
ample of il. and we seek almost iu vain. 
Whether it is that we have not the 
men. that the times do not yet call tor it. 
or that it is dying out, as some good 
things seem to die out as tin- 
grows older, we cannot tell; but 
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il is, though we may hunt from pole to 
pole, we lind no man who seems to have 
the power to stand lip before a multi- 
tude of people, every one of whom is 
against him, and in the face of absolute 
enmity sway and move the crowd by Ins 
eloquence, draw it along with him until

The Union Boiler Makers De- 
cide Not to Work on the 
Garonne. 



Meeting of Machinists to 
Held Today to Consider 
the Matter.

The steamer Garonn<#nrrive(\ at the 
outer wharf yesterday wording from 
Seattle to complete the work of repairs 
begun a short time :vau by the Mornns 
of Seattle, but whether she will have 
the work dune here is a question which 
is causing no small amount of discussion 
among the boiler-makers, machinists and 
kindred workers in this city. Through- 
out the greater part of this eonti lent 
the machinists niul boiler-makers nr. 1 
out on strike for a nine-hour day foi 
the same pay that is now paid for tlm 
ten-hour day, and Seattle metal work- 
ers ura out in common with their ns>n 
X'illtes elsewhere, The strike was to 
have comiuoueod tomorrow, but at Se- 
attle action was precipitated by the 
bringing of ironwork from Tacoma for 
the Garonne. The machinists then 
went out ami the boiler-makers follow- 
ed them. Tlie Garonne was lying at 
Moran'is and her machinery and boilers 
were all apart, only two furnaces be- 
ing completed out of the eighteen to be 
done. The season of .Nome travel was 
nearing, and unless the Garonne wan 
ready to proceed by June 1 the owners 
saw heavy loss, for they have made 
some large contracts for freight and 
passengers for Nome. It was then thai, 
arrangements were made with the Al- 
bion Iron Works id' this city for '!■" 
completion of the work, which was to 
be done by June 1, anil the steamer was 
towed over to the outer whavf. She ar- 
rived yesterday morning at 10 o'clock, 
and since she moored at the outer wharf 
the different unions of the metal work- 
ers and kindred associations have been 
holding meetings to discuss tic situa- 
tion. The question was taken up ae to 
whether the workmen will complete the 
work, and the boiler-makers at leas'; 
have decided negatively. At a meeting 
held last night, a continuance from a 
meeting yesterday afternoon, they Je- 
eided that the local Boiler-makers' 
Union would not work on the steamer 
Garonne. 1 1 is not a question of nine 
hours with them, for it is understood 
I hat the contractors who have taken the 
work on that steamer are willing to lie- 
rede to the request for a nine-hour day, 
but of sympathy with the striking 
workmen across the line, and on this 
ground they have refused to work. 

Since the Garonne arrived from the 
Sound, two delegates from the Machin- 
ists' Union of Seattle and four dele- 
gates from the lioiler-inakers' t'nion of 
that city arrived, reaching here 
on the steamer Utopia yesterday morn- 
ing. These delegates have lost no time 
since their arrival in placing their posi- 
tion before the local metal workers and 
requesting their assistance to the strike 
by refusing to complete the work on the 
Garonne. The delegates from 'he ma- 
chinists will address the local machinists

Last night a meeting of the employees 



fjf the Albion Iron Works was held to 
discuss the situation. The machinists, 
boiler-makers and iron moulders met at 
A. O. U. W. hall, and addresses were 
made by Manager Seabrook and others. 
The boiler-makers decided not to go to 
work on her, but the machinists decided 
otherwise. The boiler-makers state their 
position as follows: While they have no 
complaint against the Albion Iron Works 
or the manager of that establishment, 
they cannot, as members of the Interna- 
tional Union of Boiler-makers, refuse to 
assist the boiler-makers of Seattle, who 
are on strike. They say that Manager 
Seabrook'w propositions to them were 
as fair as any workmen could wish for. 
but under the circumstances, they could 
not accept them, and the boiler-makers 
tiro out. As said before, the machinists 
took a different view- at the meeting last 
night, and agreed to go to work on the 
steamer. 

In Seattle the longshoremen are also 
out on strike, and are asking for an in- 
crease of oil per cent, in their wages after 
,", o'clock. The wages now paid are 
forty cents an hour at any time and the 
longshoremen demand that after ,"> 
o'clock the wages be do instead of 40. 

According to the Seattle Post-Intelli- 
gencer, on both sides preparations nre 
being made for i f the bitterest la- 
bor wars in the history of the state. The 

hope is expressed on both sides of the 

light that the dilncnlty will be amicably 
settled, but while expression is given in 
each camp to these sentiments, the fac- 
tors in the tight are preparing for a pro- 
tracted and bitter struggle, which is 
likely to be precipitated at any t ime. 

The molders ami patternmakers in all 
the large shops in Seattle left their 
benches on Friday. At Morans' the 
company posted a notice to the molders 
that their demand for a nine-hour work 
iliiy at the prevailing rate of wages 
would not be granted. The men took 
this hint, and at the regular closing hour 
left their work, announcing that they 
would not return until the present dif- 
ficulties are settled. Only the carpen- 
ters at Morau's remain at work. By to- 
morrow all the metal working establish- 
ments in Seattle will be closed down in- 
definitely. A movement has been start- 
ed by the striking unions there to effect 
a combination of interests with one com- 
mittee at its head. This will probably 
he done within a few days. The com- 
mittee will iuivo general direction of 
the strike, which by Monday will in- 
volve 1,000 working men.

All on board were made prison- 
ers, and were not allowed to communi- 
cate with any one off the ship. A prize 
crew was placed aboard us, and we were 
sent I,, Sitka. The tirst charge against 
us was that we had transferred cargo in 
United States waters without tirst ell- 
toning at a custom house. This was 
based on the fact that we had our 
hat, -lies off when seized, a perfectly na- 
tural occurrence when it is considered 

that we had I n through a gab- during 

which our cargo had shifted. To my own 
knowledge, hot an ounce of cargo was 
transferred in Port hitches, or in any 
other United States waters. Seeing thai 
this charge would not stick, the Ameri- 
can otlieers abandoned it lor one charg- 
ing us with violating lb' towage laws 
by towing I. lie schooner.-.

Kenita now of the United States su- 
preme bench. 

Though all this is a matter of record, 
and is well known. Admiral Kvans a~- 
sorts us facts, all the things that were 
disprovon on the trial, holds that by the 
seizure he netted $1100,000 for the United 
Slates government, and leaves the read- 
ing public to believe tlt.it the ( ', iqu it I a III 
had been caught red-handed in a whole- 
sale smuggling enterprise. His own 
words, however, to those familiar with 
the circumstances show that he really 
was conscious ,,f the fad that his whole 
course was illegal and high handed, 
though be seeks to make pile uninitiated 
believe he was doing his duty.

Ou page 315 he writes: "While theso 
sea preparations were being made, I 
used my best endeavors do find out 
where the sealing fleet would rendezvous, 
in order thai I might he on hand to 
seize the supply steamer, which would 
much simplify my work during the su--,- 
mer. With the assistance of detectives, 
sent us from Washington, I interview-d 
the men most likely to give the secret

Behring sea, ami do nnf real harm 
Evans tills how he learned from 
schooners of the reniJezvous at Fort 
Etches. Then, on pug,- ;>27, he writes: 
"I had made all plans for the capture of 
the steamer, and was confident of_ suc- 
cess. The vessels of the force were 
gathered .'or the final move when, on 
June 21, 1 ran into Port Etches, and 
to my dismay found that the Fniteil 
Slates steamer Mohican had been lying 
there for live days, doing just the thing 
I had cautioned her comtnundiiiig officer 
not to do— alarming the si-alecs so that 
t'liey would neither transfer skins nor 
provisions, hut seek another port for that 
purpose. I jumped the Mohican out in 
short order, and then arranged with the 
commanding officer of the Forwin to 
make the seizure. I directed him i., 
run off lo the smith fm- a certain dis- 
tance, and then change his course so as 
lo bring tip behind tin- end nf Mon- 
tague island, about 1'J miles from Pm-t 
Kti-hes," read that, you British Co- 
lumbia sealers, and form your own opin- 
ion as to the knowledge of Alaska charts 
displayed by (his hero of many battles. 
I>i,l ion ,-ver realize thai the end of 
Montague island was only \'2 mil, s from 
Fori Ktchi-s? "haul his vessel close in- 
shore, -end down hi.-- topmasts, and cov- 
er hi- lower masts with hushes, so thai 
In- would I,,- well hidden from inquisitive 
eyes.

Captain 
Hooper, of the Oorwin, carried out my 
instructions carefully and intelligently, 
and tlie result is a happy one. lie found 
the Coquitlan at Port Etches surrounded 
by 30 English sealers, and when ho 
made the seizure all the Indians on the 
different schooners made for the shore, 
swearing they were done with the seal- 
ing business. After a time they wore 
induced to return on board, and the 
vessels put out for Victoria: so we me 
done with the lot. and the rest are so 
scared that I doubt if one of them will 
come into the sea." 

Thill story about the Indians is evi- 
dently a detail thrown in on the Poo 
Hah plan," to lend an air of verisimili- 
tude to an otherwise bald and uninter- 
esting narrative." I do not recall that 



there was more than one schooner ia' 
port al the time Bhat carried Indians, 
and until I read the book 1 had no idea 
any such incident as related occurred; I 
am inclined to think that the story is a 
dream. 

It is rather amusing to one win, is 
acquainted with the peculiarities of 
Evans to nolo the manner in which lie 
makes plain his own "shrewdness" in ef- 
fecting the capture. What he tells about 
the plan of capturing the vessel is per- 
fectly true, hut it is also true, though 
not recorded 'by the author, that Evans 
regarded the hiding of the Corwin near 
Port Etches merely as a second string to 
his bow. He left Ciiptnln Hooper to 
guard Port Eiches while he went away 
In the westward on a wild goose cliaso 
after the Coquitiam. Evans was an- 
xious to make the capture in perscn. He 
is tint the man to allow a captain in the 
revenue cutter service to sco-o over the 
regular navy. Nevertheless, Hooper did 
score over Evans, so Evans, like Samp- 
son at Santiago, assumes all the credit 
because he conceived the plan of action. 

Hooper, by the way, did not go 
through the farce of disguising his ship, 
because the cove where he lay was well 
concealed. When we arrived ho sent a 
spy in / to have a look at us and make 
sure we were there, and then, in n mat- 
ter-of-fact way, ran over with his ship 
and nabbed us, decidedly to our disgust, 
I must admit.

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REQUIREMENTS OF 

THIS PROVINCE 



Colonel Prior Places Claims of British Colum 
bia Before the House of Commons in 
Striking and Effective Speech. 



On April 30, Col. Prior, In the House 
of Commons ;it Ottawa, made a very 
striking speech on the requirements of 
'British Columbia, the full test ot which 
is reported in Hansard as follows: 

lloii. K. G. I'rior (A'ictorin, B.C.)— Be- 
fore you leave the chair 1 wish to offer 
some remarks to the house in regard to 
the disabilities and disadvantages that 
thii province of British Columbia is 
laboring nuclei- at the present time, owing 
in large measure, ns I think, to the 
neglect of the government in not 
placing sufficient sums in the estimates 
1„ fore the house I did not speak on 
the budget, so perhaps the house will 
giant me indulgence if my remarks are 
somewhat lengthy; but 1 make no ex- 
cuse, because 1 think tile importance of 
the subject warrauts me in so doing. 
My honorable friend from Bast York 
(Mr. Maclean) said last night that if 
eight men stood together they could get 
justice in this house. Well, as there 
are only six members from British Col- 
umbia in this house, I nm afraid w«i 
may not be able lo get it as easily as we 
think we ought; but I feel convinced 
I hm in what I am going to say, not only 
shall I have t lie sympathy anil support 
i,i mv honorable friend (Mr. Iiarlel who 
is the only other Conservative besides 
myself from British Columbia, but also 
of tin 1 four government supporters from 
Unit province; for 1 may say to the 
house that whatever differences we may 
have at election times in British Colum- 
bia, we are as one in working for the 
good of the province when we come lo 
Ottawa. Now, sir, the fact is that the 
province of British Columbia is so far 
away that it is impossible for large dele- 
gations of business men often to come 
that distance to interview the govern- 
ment of the day. We are not m the 
same happy position that gentlemen are 
who live in Ontario anil Quebec and the 
Maritime Provinces, who can run up to 
Ottawa in a day or two and lay their 
views before the government and go 
home again. But, us you know, sir, it 
is a long and costly journey from British 
Columbia to Ottawa, and therefor.' the 
people of that province have to depend | 
wholly on the efforts of their members 
mid the communications they send to 
the government. As many gentlemen 
know and as the government know, 
some 'three months ago the premier of 
British Columbia, the Hon. .lames Duns- 
muir, and the Hon. Mr. Eberts, attor- 
ney-general of that province, came to 
Ottawa and interviewed the government 
us n whole and lunuy of the ministers 
individually, in regard to the require- 
ments and wants of British ( olumhia, 
that this government has power to alle- 
viate The government, therefore, are 
thoroughly conversant with nearly every- 
thing 1 shall lay before the house, but i 
think it is my duty to acquaint the mora- 
Ihm-s of the house with it also. At the 
beginning of this session 1 moved for 
all correspondence that had taken place I 
between the Dominion government and 
the Provincial government, but before it 
was brought down i found that the 1 ro- 
vinciai government had got leave from I 
the right honorable leader of this govern- 
ment to print the same, and they having 
done so, 1 did not press for It to be 
printed again. Now-, that document, 1 
may say, is a very able, a very compre- 
hensive and exhaustive document, sel- 
ling forth all the wants of British or- 
nm'b'ui; it has left nothing unsaid. I 
think, that can be said on the subject, 
and reflects great credit, in my opinion, 
on the gentlemen who drew it up. I 
wish to-day to speak on some of the 
most important subjects it deals with, 
but I shall not go very much into detail, 
except in one or two instances. I nm 
sorry to see that in the Inst few years 
the 'members from British Columbia on 
the government side of the house have 
not seen lit to rise in their places ami 
talk more about the requirements of 
that province. I am well aware that 
when a member is- nn the government 
side of the house he lias the ear of the 
government, he can interview the minis- 
ters privately, and do mure good, per- 
haps, than by speaking in the house. 
At the same time, I think it is a pity 
Hint they do not speak ia public, and 
thereby educate members from other 
parts of the Dominion ns to how matters 
stand in the Par West. We 'nave now 
two members from British Columbia 
who have not sat in this house before 

this session, and 1 hope and feel - 

vinced that thev will lay their views 



j seated I hope the government will not 
! put the matter off from year to year, 
but will take it up at once, as it 'is a 
very serious matter, especially fur the 
province of British Columbia. 

The Japanese are not coming into the 
country as they did at one time, the rea- 
son being that the Emperor of .Japan 
issued an edict to prevent them leaving 
their country. J!ul what the province 
of British Columbia wants is an assur- 
ance from the government that, if this 
edict is withdrawn, some means will be 
taken by this government to keep the 
Japanese also out of the province. 
The question of Japanese naturalization 
is one that ought to he taken up imme- 
diately by the justice department of the 
Dominion. We have seen not hundreds. 
merely, out thousands of Japanese com- 
ing to the Pacific Coast, and, before 
they have been more than a week or 
tea days there, managing to get fraud- 
ulent naturalization papers, and being 
enabled thereby to take their place on 
the rivers and eompete""vith white men 
who have been doing that work. Now, 
that is not fair to the white fishermen 
of British Columbia; it is not fair to 
any class of the laboring element in 
that country. The difficulty is simply 
that the law is defective. 1 have it on 
the authority of one of the Kupifiiie 
Court judges of British Columbia that 
nothing can be done until the Dominion 
government alters the law making it so 
that justices of the peace and men who 
have the right to issue certificates, 
whereby these naturalization frauds arc 
obtained, shall be placed in a different 
position from that in which they are ill 
present. Now, as to the head tax that 
is imposed on the Chinese, now fixeil at 
$1U(.) per head for Chinaman coming into 
Canada for the first time, the revenue 
llected for the year UKKJ was $19(1,552. 
Of this, one-quarter was paid back to 
the province of British Columbia, 
$47,302.5(1. As British Columbia is the 
only portion of the Dominion that suf- 
fers to any great extent from the pres- 
ence and competition of these men, we 
consider that it is not fair that the Do- 
minion should obtain three-quarters of 
the head tax and the province only one- 
quarter; we think that as we have to 
suffer we should gel the reward— if you 
can call it a reward and that at least 
three-quarters, if not more, of that 
revenue shall be paid into the provincial 
treasury. I am aware that the matter 
has been brought up before. But 1 
wish to press it again in the interest of 
the (.'oust. We see that the fishermen i 
of Nova Scotia are given the whole of 
the fisheries award. That was not 
divided up among the different prov- 
inces. It was not put; into the Do- 
minion treasury for the benefit of the 
whole country, but, as it was obtained 
for the beuelit of the fishermen of Nova 
Scotia, it was paid to them. 
Mr. Wade— No, no. I 
Mr. Prase r— Will the honorable gentle 
man Mr, Priori excuse me - that is not 
the fact. Nova Scotia does not get it 
all.

other line that the people are agitating 
for is the line from Wellington to Cuoe 
St.-ott. Wellington is a mining town 
close to Nannimo, on the Island of Van- 
couver, and the railway now runs from 
Victoria to the town of, Wellington. 
The people wish to have the road con- 
tinued from Wellington to Cape Scott, 
a distance of about 230 miles, traversing 
the east coast of the Island of Vancou- 
ver, an island which is as rich as any 
island in the Dominion of Canada in 
minerals and forest wealth. Another 
line is one projected from Ashcroft, on 
the Canadian Pacific Railway near 
Kamloops, in the constituency of my 
honorable friend from Vale and Cariboo 
(Mr. Galliher) and running up through 
«5ariboo district, the great gold mining 
region in years gone by of the Pacific 
Coast, a district which has turned out 
since it was discovered more than $50,'- 
000,000 worth of gold, mined under the 
most primitive circumstances. There is 
at present a wagon road running up that 
distance, but freight rates on that road 
are so high that it is impossible for any 
mining development ot any magnitude 
to be carried on there unless very rich 
diggings are found. If a railway were 
built into that country it would not only 
develop large agricultural and grazing 
districts, but it would open up one of 
the finest mineral countries that can be 
found in British Columbia. The fourth 
and last line that we wish to construct 
is n line for which the provincial govern- 
ment are asking assistance— from Kiti- 
mntit, on the west coast of this conti- 
nent, to run up to the Yukon, wholly as 
a Canadian line, so that we shall not 
have to pass through nby American ter- 
ritory. In speaking on this subject, I 

wish again to say that the l pie of 

British Columbia beg that this govern- 
ment will take into consideration the 
amount thai was paid, and will deal 
liberally with the province in regard to 
subsidies, I know nothing, nor do 1 
suppose any honorable gentleman on this 
side of the House has any idea, as to 
what the intentions of the government 
are in regard to railway subsidies to be 
brought down this session. The last time 
railway subsidies were brought down 
there 'was a meagre 180.11,000 given !o 
British Columbia, but 1 sincerely trust 
that when the railway subsidies are 
brought down, we shall find that some 
large amounts are placed in them to de- 
velop one of the mosl magnificent prov- 
inces there is in the Dominion. Il will 
pay well, The appeal to the govern- 
ment's pocket, 1 suppose, is the same as 
the appeal lo the pocket of the private 
individual— the strongest that can be 
made.

Now. if 'he government saw- 
tit to subsidize such roads as I shall 
mention later on in British Columbia, so 
that wc could get them built, it would 
not only he British Columbia that would 
derive benefits from these roads, but it 
would be the Kastern manufacturers of 
every sort. I have no hesitation in say- 
in.' that in a very few years, when Brit- 
ish Columbia is developed, ns it must be 
developed. Kastern manufacturers and 
merchants will find it one of the very- 
best markets for their goods. The four

These, figures demonstrate the magni- 
tude Of the industry, aud its vast impor- 
tance to the general trade of the prov- 
ince, a fact which does not appear to 
have been fully appreciated by the Do- 
minion government. 

The revenue derived by the Dominion 
government from the whole of the fisher- 
ies of Canada for the same period was 
$79,799. Of this amount British Colum- 
bia contributed $53,105.

The present uncertainty as to the in- 
tentions of your honorable government 
is creating great unrest amongst all in- 
terested ill the salmon industry, ami in 
conclusion your honorable government is 
respectfully urged lo Intimate as early as 
possible vo'ur intention in regard to tak- 
ing over 'the fisheries. 

If you so decide, the committee will 
have much pleasure in preparing n draft 
Scheme embodying more fully the ideas 
hereinbefore set out.

i One matter which I would Like to call 
to the attention of the government espec- 
ially is the fact that the eanners are 
strongly in favor of the fisheries being 
taken ovei by the provincial government. 
But thai is a question about which even 
the provincial government itself does not 
seem in be quite sure, judging by the let- 
ter:; written by the provincial ministers 
to the right hon. the leader of the gov- 
ernment. I interviewed tile hon. the min- 
ister of marine and fisheries i Sir Louis 
Dnvies) with regard to a telegram which 
I received the other day. asking whether 
it was rhe intention of the Dominion 
government to hand over the fisheries to, 
the provincial governments, and stating 
■ thai such was the desire of the British 
; Columbia dinners. The hon. gentleman 
said thai rliis government have not done 
so and had do intention of doing so. 
That however is a matter for the provin- 
cial and the Dominion governments to 
thresh out between them. Bui then, in 
one thin; perfectly certain, and thai is 
i thai a system of divided authority would 
I never bo n success— a system under 
which the Dominion government had 
jurisdiction below low water mark, and 
j the provincial government looked after 
the rivers above low water mark, so fai- 
ns t be fish are concerned. 

I find that the state of Washington 
I spends $5(1.000 annually in building 
, hatcheries and propagating the salmon. 
They have fourteen hatcheries in opera- 
tion and three now being built, and yd 
they have only seventeen canneries thai 
benefit from that number of hatcheries. 
That is really one hatchery to every can- 
1 nery. On the other hand, while in Brit- 
ish Columbia we have seventy-four can- 
: nerios. We have at present only one sal- 
mon hatchery. I urn tnvare that the min- 
ister of marine and fisheries is building 
another hatchery near Simmons hul even 
when that is constructed the number 
wll be absurdly small, considering the 
enormous rivers we have and the number 
of hatcheries thai can be put on them. 
Hatcheries should he put on the N'aas 
river, rhe Skeenn and many others thai 
ure well fitted for the purpose. 

Another thing for which the calipers 

have I n agitating for many years is 

to be allowed to catch, fish with traps 
and seines as the American canning men 
are doing. As 4 he hon. minister knows, 
the salmon that are hatched in the Eras- 
er go down to the sea, and when they 
come back— as most people say they do 
three years Inter— they come round tl^ 
west coast of Vancouver Island and 
sweep around the shores of Washington 
territory, past the mouth of Puget 
Sound, up the American coast round by 
Point Roberts. While they are missing 
that territory, they are caught by the 
millions by Americans, wdio use traps 
and seines and every other imaginable 
device, which are forbidden our fisher- 
men. Just n mile or two below our 
water, our fish are being caught by the 
Americans, who use all these instru- 
ments of destruction, whereas our fisher- 
men are onlv allowed to use the ordinary 
gill net. That seems a great hardship 
especialy when we know that our cun- 
ning men have to send their boats across 
the boundary mid buy their own fish 
from tho American fishermen in order to 
fill our own canneries. Thus the fish 
which these Americans catch are sold to 
our own eanners to Tie put up in our 
own canneries. Bast year 2.200.2-15 
pounds of salmon were bought, by Can- 
ndian ennnors from the American fisher- 
men, who caught our own fish and sold 
them to us at a cost of some hundred 
thousand dollars. 
With tho yoiiiiisslou, Of. UU2 house, I 
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shall read a tetter from :i canner of great: 
experience,, and who does a very Icrsge- 
business in British Columbia. This ijeii- 
tleman writes as follows: 

•"l'he cnimers are thoroughly disgusted 
with the manner in which the Dominion 
government, both past and present;

Sound district—' " 

These are the Canadian fish they catch, 

"'the am oint of capital employed | 
showing an increase of 111) per cent., the' 
number of employees increasing in the 
same proportion. In the amount of earn- 
ings of employees there was un increase 
of .",1)0 per cent., the value of the output 
making the same extraordinary show- 
ing. 

Now. I want the hon. minister of mar- 
ine and fisheries to listen to this: 

"One hundred anil fifty-nine traps. 325 
trill nets, .",.",0 set nets, t23 drag seines, 
12 purse seines, were operated, employ- 
ing with the canneries, -l.TTH men. 

"'This year prepai arioiis have been 
made to pack over one million cases on 
the Sound. Considering that in 1893 on- 
ly 50.000 cases of salmon were packed 
on the whole Puget Sound, you can 
form some idea of how the industry is 
growing with our American friends, and' 
how soon it will come about that the. 
salmon, which spawn only on the Frnser 
river, will be entirely fished nut, or what 
few do come in will be caught by the 
Puget Sound eanners before they reach 
their natural spawning grounds. 

"To offset this, the majority of the 
eanners are agreed that, we should b<> 
allowed to fish traps, purse seines, and 
same nplinncos ns the Americans, on the 
west const of Vancouver Island, thus in- 
tercepting the fish before they reach the 
I'uited States waters. By the hatching 
of salmon on u large scale a constant 
supply could be kept up from year to 
year. 

I nsk the particular attention of thn 
minister of marine and fisheries to this 
letter. Of course. I nm well aware th"* 
this is a very hard question for the min- 
ister to deal with. The Intc Sir Charles

The trouble is, that the 
American shipmasters discriminate 
against British Columbia ports. They 
clLaige British Oslumbia lumber 00 
cents per thousand feet, hoard measure, 
more than they charge the Puget Sound 
lumbermen. The capacity of tho mills 
of British Columbia, which are in a pos- 
ition to mil for asport is 175,000,000 
feet, working the ten-hour day. Of this 
quantity, 120,000,000 feel is available 
for foreign trade. Last, year, the Puget 
Sound mills sent (KI.000,000 feet of lum- 
ber lo Australia — that is three million 
fi : -f more than the whole export trade of 
British Columbia. There is no doubt 
that, if we were in a. position to compete 
with the Americans lor that trade, wo 
biting of the same U'esh and blood as the 
Australians, belonging to the same great 
empire, we should be able to capture the 
trade. At, the present time, we cannot 
di it. Another tiling is, that the United 
Santos congress have before them a bill 
called the Ship Sidistdy Bill. This is a 
1 ill for the building up of the American 
shipping interests, and t will read what 
the shipbuilders suy to the Hon. Mr.

faring population, whilst their out-fitting 
supplying ami repairing wouhi largely in- 
crease business in our ports; and thirdly, 
that by the possession of su. b a fleet our 
export trade would be extended and in- 
creased lo the advantage of an."

Xow that is the case set forth by the 
':diip-biiilders of the province of British 
(Columbia. We find that the guvermncnt is 
fhonushig the iron ami steel industry: they 
are also helping the beet root industry, 
and I hope and trust' that in a very short 
time they will see lit to assist the silver 
lend industry of British Columbia. If 
they can assist these large industries 
where a case has been made out. as I 
hope I have done ill this instance, I trust 
they will see fit afso to .-insist by bonns- 
ing the great industry of' ship-bnilding, 
and if they do so they will at the same 
time. I think, stimulate to li large ex- 
tent both the lumber and the coal in- 
terests of BritWi Columbia. 

Now. Mr. Spi-aker, f am afraid I am 
tiring the house, hut f would like to go 
on and speak af one or two other mat- 
ters. I want to say a word with regard 
to a -3iint andf assay offices. I have be- 
fore me a copy of the Toronto Olobe ol 
October 23rd, 1000. which gives an ac- 
count of a speech dtelivered by Sir Wil- 
frid Bnurier. and also one delivered by 
the Hon. M*r. Fielding, minister of lin- 
aiKf. The latter gentleman, in the course 
of his speech, used the following words' 

"For .some time there has been nn agi- 
tation in favor of a Canadian mint, sadd 
:>5fr. Fielding, partly for commercial rea- 
sons, pas-tly sentimental reasons, for the 
coinage of gold coin. There is the ma- 
terial argument that trade follows the 
flag, and it is said that, when Canadian 
enld is taken from the Yukon to the 
United Stales mint, trade follows in its 
course. I urn not prepared to say that 
the argument is entirely well founded. 
Then there is the sentimental reason, 
and it is n matter of pride to mint our 
own gold. The president of the Bankers- 
Association delivered nn address upon 
tho subject, though some of the hankers 
did not agree. We thought a Canadian 
mint pure and simple would not do. We 
have n gold currency, but in reality there 
is little of it in circulation. If we go to 
a bank we do not ask for gold, but for 
paper, which is guaranteed by gold. We 
f-dt that all (ho gold needed in Canada 
wotdd not take up all the. time of the 
mint, and therefore negotiated for the 
establishment hero of n branch of the 
Royal Mint of Grcnt Britain, Wo have 



obtained the consent of His Majesty's 
government to' establish a branch" mint, 
which will make not only our own coin, 
but also British sovereigns, which'- are 
current the world over. Wo nnticipate 
at the next session of parliament 
to establish assay offices at convenient 
points, so (.lint the gold turned into the 
Canadian mint can be made into Can- 
adian coins, and, in addition, British 
sovereigns known all over the world. 
(Grenl Applause.) 

Xow. I would asfc the hon. minister 
of finance if, when lie made that state- 
ment, he really intended to bring for- 
ward at this session of parliament a bill 
authorizing the establishment of an- as- 
say office or a mint in Canada. The 
hen. gentleman said he was going- to 
bring down the bill this session. Well, 
if he does, nobody will be more glad to 
hear it than I am; but we are within a 
very few days, I hope, of the end of :bo 
session — 

Some hon. members. — Hear hear. 

Hon. Mr. Prior.— Ves. and nobody will 
bp more glad of that than I am. ' T do 
pel think it will be our fault any nifira 
than that of hon. gi ntleman opposite if 
we stop here much" longer. 

The Minister of Finance — Allow me to 
say just now to tfic hon. gentleman- chat 
there have been some 1 reasons why the 
measure was delayed, but it i.s our inten- 
tion immediately to brim.' in a bill for 
the establishment- of a branch of the 
royal mint, as stated in the speech which 
my hon. friend has read. With regard 
to an assay office, that will follow, 
though we are not quite so clear ar this 
moment as to what' action may be taken. 
Bui I .nay say, a.s I announced in the 
speech reported by the Globe, that the 
policy of the government will be carried 
I out th'.< session.- 

I lion. Mr. Prior. — I am very glad to 
hear the hon. gentleman say so. I was 
begin [ling to get a little suspicious that 
I the speech of the finance minister was 
| made, for a purpose, because it had 
a L'ood deal to do with the cry which 
was heard on the const before the elec- 
tion. '•.Maxwell and the mint,". Xow, 
if it is going to bear fruit, we will be 
able to see the royal mint iir British 
CoDumbin. 

The Minister of Finnnce — Wo have 
got both Maxwell and the mint. 

Hon. M.V. Pri-or.— We have got Max- 
■vwll, but not- the mint yet. This matter 
is of vital importance to British Colum- 
bia, and let me tell the minister of fin- 
ance that every day this is put olT. and 
the mini and the assay offices are not 
established, means n huge sum of mon- 
ey lost to the merchants and people of 
Canada. Xow, as a matter of fact, what 
do we find': We find that nearly all the 
gold fflat is coming out of tile Klondike 
and a large portion of British Columbia 
is not going into the hands of Canadians 
in oar own Canadian towns and cities,, 
hut is going to Seattle in Washington, 
territory. Thereby, the merchant; are. 
losing the splendid trade that these mhi~ 
ers- bring with them when they bring 
their gold to the assay office. I have 
hero a cutting from the Seattle Posfc-En- 
telligone<-r, the heading of which e -i- 
t.linly ought to make any man's eyes, 
bulge vat. It is dated January 1, toot, 
and tho heading is ns follows:

Now. we find that $10,900,000 worth 
of Klondike gold, every dollar of it Can- 
adian gold, and that $007,000 of British 
Columbia gold, went to the Seattle as- 
say office, every dollar's worth of which, 
should, if there had been an assay office 
at Victoria or Vancouver, have gone into 
our own hands. The miners would have 
sold it to the mint or assay office and 
would have spent enormous sums of 
money buying their supplies in these 
cities! The paper also goes on to speak 
of what they are expecting this year: 

"It is also interesting to note the con 
flrmatlon of the Post Intelligencer's fig- 
ure on the output of the Klondike for 
1000. This was given at $20,000,000. 
The popular estimate ranged to $20,000,- 
.OOO and higher. Hut the officers of the 
Yukon police, having charge of the col- 
lection of royalties on the output—"

provincial mid Dominion governments: 

"The reason why the gold is taken to 
Seattle is because the United States as- 
say office there buys it at a higher prico 
than is or can be paid for it in British 
Columbia. The gold is bought in Seattle 
at exactly the same rate as if handed 
in to the "mint at Washington, the Unit- 
ed States government paying the express 
and insurance charges on the bars from 
the branch office to the mint, so that the 
only deduction made from the gross val- 
ue "of the dust is the assay charge. 

"Cold brought to Victoria or Vancou- 
ver is taken to a hank and by the bank 
sent to the British Columbia gov- 
ernment assay olllce. The charges 
are practically the same as the 
Seattle assay olllce, but the bank 
in British Columbia has to send 
the bars to the mint, and in addition to 
again paying assay charges has to defray 
the cost of expressage, insurance and 
other charges, and at the same time pro- 
vide for a fair business profit. The price 
obtained for gold dust taken to Seattla 
is higher, therefore, than that paid in 
British Columbia cities by the above 
charges, which amount to about 2 per 
cent on the gross value of the gold. 

•To meet this competition British Col- 
umbia must be in u position to offer at 
least as good terms as Seattle, and the 
provincial mineralogist makes the follow- 
ing suggestion, as an alternative propos- 
al, an case the mint should not be estab- 
lished in British Columbia. 

Of course, we know it is going to be, 
but still, I will read on. 

"Tiie government of British Columbia 
to be authorized to purchase, as agents, 
for the Dominion government, all gold 
offered, at the same rate as paid by the 
United Stales government; the local gov- 
ernment establishing the necessary offi- 
ces and being responsible for all losses. 
The gold to be banded to an agent ap- 
pointed by the Dominion government, 
and the weight and fineness of the gold 
to be guaranteed by the British Colum- 
bia government. 

The provincial mineralogist points out 
that of course the assay fee will not be- 
gin to pay the expenses of an assay of- 
fice, and the difference would have to he 
borne by the local government, who also 
wood be responsible for the gold and the 
correctness of the weight and assays. 

"The Dominion government would 
have to pay the expressage, interest and 
other charges on value during transit." 

It will cost the government very little, 
I think, to turn that magnificent How 
of yellow metal from Seattle to our own 
cities of Victoria and Vancouver. There 
is no doubt about it that if we have a 
mint or an assay office in British Colum- 
bia the miners will come down to get 
coin for their gold. Let me sny that in 
my opinion the proper place Tor that 
mint i.s the city of Victoria. That city 
is the capital of the province, it is the 
headquarters or the Pacific naval station 
and it i.s the port from which the largest 
part of the shipping starts for the north- 
ern country, whence the gold comes. We 
all know the immense strides Seattle 
has made during the last few years, and 
I can safely say that progress is due to 
nothing more nor less than the stream 
of gold which has been pouring into it 
from the north. The government have 
promised to act. Let them act at onco 
so that not another moment will be lost 
in the effort towards securing for us that 
our own gold shall be brought to our own 
country. 

Just one word in regard to the necessity 
that exists for the government inquiring 
into the possibilities of Canada doing n 
large trade with Siberia. My colleague 
and I have already spoken to the minis- 
ter of trade and commerce (Hon. Sir 
Kichard Cnrtwright) in regard to this 
matter, and he has promised to look into 
it. I trust that he will send some trust- 
worthy and intelligent man to inquire 
into our trade possibilities with Siberia, 
as he has done in the case of the Latin 
American republics. I think the nnnis- 
ted will find that Canada has a good 
ehnnce of inaugurating a profitable trade 
with the newly developed country of 
Siberia. The Americans of San Fran- 
cisco and of Portland, Ore., have already 
entered upon that commercial field. They 
have sent several ship loads of goods 
there and they believe that they will be 
able to do a large trade with Siberia. It 
the people of San Francisco can succeed 
in that why cannot Canadians on the 
Pacific Coast succeed as well. I throw 
this out as a hint to the minister of 
trade and commerce that ho should not. 
allow the grass to grow under his feet 
but that he should get a g 1 and reli- 
able man to look into this question. 

I have spoken already this session up- 
on the lumber duties, the Indian reserves 
ihe lepers, and other matters which la- 
tere.-; ;!:>• people of British Columbia, 
so that 1 need not refer to them on th.d 
occasion. The people of that province 
in any 
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perfect development, even should its 
stem remain unparted from the parent 
tree. 

The point I would especially empha- 
size is that no one with an orchard oi 
bearing age which at its best is capable 
of realizing its owner, in the East or 
West, from $50 to $100 per ncre, net, 
when properly handled, can afford to 
convert the moisture right- 
ly belonging to the fruit into grass or 
other crops, or what is equally bad for 
the fruit, allow the moisture to escape 
into the air through the medium of a 
hard, uncultivated soil crust.

Although we have not been favored 
with advance proofs of the next annual 
report of the department of agriculture, 
we think it not unlikely that it will con- 
tain something like the following valu- 
able hints, which have been variously 
attributed to the department of agricul- 
tur'e to a newspaper and to other emi- 
nent authorities. The hints carry con- 
viction at sight. The time of the year 
recalls the dear, dead days beyond re- 
call, when the farmer's boy taught the 
calf to drink from a pail. 

The Brit (Iowa) Tribune refers feel- 
ingly to these strenuous moments in the 
life of our agricultural youth— moments 
that teach patience and kindly dealing 
with the dumb animals. For the weaned 
calf Is full of infinite and eternal energy. 
It desires its sustenance mightily, but it 
desires it in the way nature has taught 
it to obtain sustennnce. The sight of 
the pail seems to fill the calf's mind with 
forebodings. The calf desires to look up 
when it drinks. The f manor's son de- 
res it to look downward into the pail. 
The farmer's child must hold the pail 
between his feet with hifl hands, using 
two other hands to hold firmly the 
cow's child to its milk. When the calf 
humps its back and tries to jump it is 
neces-sarv to hold it down with two more 
hands. When it breathes hard into the 
pail and blows the milk all out, you 
must twist its tail with two more hands, 
.lust before n calf hunts it wiggles its 
tail. At thi> premonitory wiggle the tail 
must he hold also, meant iine keeping 
the calf's bend directed into the pail.

from some thoroughbred mare in the 
possession of a small farmer who has 
obtained her as a cast-off from some 
racing stable. Many such cast-offs 
have proved most valuable dams of 
largo families of hunting stock. At- 
tempts have frequently been made to 
deal with the difficulty by limiting the 
competition to stock in the possession 
of small breeders and owners farming 
a certain small stated acreage, but this 
has proved possible of evasion and is not 
entirely satisfactory. In His Excellency's 
opinion the best safeguard for the ob- 
jects of the competition rests in owners 
of large stables realizing that though 
by the letter of the conditions they are 
not forbidden to compete, yet that the 
object of the prize given is particularly 
for the encouragement of small breeders. 
At the same time His Excellency consid- 
ers that the country districts generally 
should ho very grateful for the existence 
of racing stables in their localities, in 
view of the public good they are likely 
to do in the horse breeding interest by 
the importation of valuable stock, by 
rendering available the services of good 
stallions and by the opportunity they 
frequently afford to farmers to obtain 
mares which may be useless for racing, 
but which may be valuable for breeding 
purposes."

The Poor ponies-, 
for instance, and the South African 
horses generally, have the Arab strain. 
In my opinion some of the best Indian 
ponies nil the pra'rii'S have obtained a 
strain of Eastern blood somehow, and I 
think it would be a great mistake to pro- 
hibit purely thoroughbred stock from 
the competition. Of course thorough- 
bred stock me very apt to be light of 
hone, and to possess faults which the 
half-bred stock do not. hut it must rest 
entirely with the judges to decide as to 
these faults, nnd to eliminate the weedy 
thoroughbreds unsuited for the objects 
aimed at; on the other hand, if they find 
a thoroughbred competitor with the nec- 
essary qualifications I shall be very glad 
to see him placed first. 

"There would appear to be an Impres- 
sion in some quarters that a possible en- 
try of racing stock into the competition 
may derent its object. This is an objec- 
tion which has often arisen in connection 
with competitions of a similar na- 
ture, nnd one which is somewhat diffi- 
cult to deal with, but to do so by the 
exclusion of the thoroughbred is, in His 
Excellency's opinion, radically wrong.

ORCTTAHn CULTIVATION. 
If cause of partial or entire fruit fail- 
ure is sought, alter the orchardist has ful- 
filled his part, it may confidently he ex- 
pected to result from one of two inter- 
fering conditions. Either the fruit buds 
or growing fruit have been injured by 
untimely frost, or sufficient moisture 
has been lacking at some time during the 
growing season. Loss or damage from 
the hitter cause is now quite ns common 
here in the East as in the arid or semi- | 
arid fruit-growing districts of the far 
West. There they have become fully 
convinced that no fruit need be expected j 
without an adequate and continuous i 
supply of moisture, either by conserv- 
ing that falling during the wet season 
or artificially supplied, or by both meth- 
ods combined. Here it will be presup- 
posed that the orchardist has faithfully 
done his part in fertilizing, pruning, in- 
sect protection and, if need exist, in 
draining, and at dune first has n fair 
setting of fruit. Up to thai time, in Ihe 
East ami mi. Ml. West, there is but little 
liability of drouth. It is the period from 
thai dale till harvest, that is the most 
critical for the fruit grower and which 
annually keeps the statist'cftins guessing 
as to the outcome, 

Kipe fruit contains from Si) to !)0 per 
cent, of water. Winn we consider this 
fact in relation to another, that the 
leaves of a tree are constantly exhaling 
moisture into the air at tin' rate of 
hundreds of Ions to each m rc of large 
and thrifty fruit trees throughout tile 
summer season, il. becomes nt once ap- 
parent how necessary it is thai no mois- 
ture in orchard or vineyard should go 
to waste. It also becomes plain why 
fruit often drops in crop-ruining quanti- 
ties even when a drouth is of hut short 
duration when sufficient cultivation has 
not been given lo conserve the moisture. 
The tree will obey ihe law of self-pres- 
ervation by sacrificing it.- fruit rather 
than its iife.

Later in the season the Kaille fact was 
emphasized when the writer had an op- 
portunity to witness orchard cultivation 
in the far West, notably in California. 
There were observed tree-breaking crops 
of splendid fruit: just adjoining others 
of the same nge, variety, and otherwise 
equally ns well cared for except in the 
cultivation given, the latter showing on- 
ly partial crops of inferior, shriveled 
fruit, all the way down to absolute crop 
failures in all cases corresponding close- 
ly to the cultivation mid artificial mois- 
ture supplied. The best results were 
evident in that climate nf constant sun- 
shine nnd moisture-less ntmosnli"ve, 
where a dust mulch of live or six inches 
was provided. It was there tllso made 
evident thnt those dependent on irriga- 
tion, without much regard to cultivation, 
were often no better of than the or- 
chards nnirrienterl. The uninterrupted 
supply of moisture is nn absolute neces- 
sity for the best results. Just ns soon 
ns the supply fails, the fruit begins a

Sar- 
casm Hung at people who are not just 
what they seem, cuts and slings; but 
when aimed at those whoso naturalness 
is their weakness, this refined vulgarism 
is mis-spent. The girls ask that a day's 
labor shall not bo longer than twelve 
hours, and thai on Sunday the day's 
work shall end not later than 7 p. m. 
Some people make themselves believe 
that a woman's work is never done— 
thai she should work nil the time. 
There are a few minor provisions in the 
platform adopted, but none of these will 
interfere with people who treat their 
girls decently. 

While there is no regularly orgnnizod 
union- of domestic servants In Victoria, 
yet there exists a sort nl exchange for 
mutual protection, which is curried on 
by comntunieating to one another the 
conditions of different work-places. It 
is generally admitted that there is a 
scarcity of girls in Victoria, still some 
people have little or no trouble in secur- 
ing goml girls, while others may adver- 
tise for a month and not receive one 
application for the job. There is nothing 
strange about this; the same kind of 
unwritten tali is kept and missed from 
one to the other ill other callings, lie is 
certninlj an ill-posted baker or tailor 
who could not t • 1 1 you the ins and outs 
of every bake shop or tailor shop in the 
city.
